The library is in good € the bol E 
arranged so as to be easy of access; and have received no 
injury except that incident to their use. There are now 
seven thousand three hundied and forty-one volumes in the 
library, and some hundreds of small pamphlets and thirty 
volumes of unbound newspapers.

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cost two thousand four hundred and forty dollars, being only 

a fraction over $5.00 per volume, which, considering the fact 
that a large number of them are the earlier American 
Reports, which are scarce, is very cheap, and should give the 
Representatives of the people confidence in the ability of the 
Honorable Justices to use economically the appropriations 
which may be inaade for the increase of the library. 


The appropriation for expressage and postage for the 
library is exhausted. The following statement exhibits the 
figures:

As many books come directed to the Governor, he kindly 
helped me by paying out of his expressage appropriation the - 
sum of $37.85, without which I should have been compelled 
to leave valuable books in the express office.

This balance is to meet the expressage and postage for ' 
the next quarter, which, judging from last years receipts of 
books, will amount to between forty and fifty dollars. 


The business of the library is increasing, both in the 
number of books received and the nümber sent, and a larger 
appropriation for expressage and postage is necessary. It is 
much cheaper to get books for the cost of freight and expres- 
sage than to buy and pay those charges also. The Judicial 
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Reporte, alone received this year, would have cost five-sixths 
of the whole expense for expressage and postage. 


The system of interchange of books with the States und + 
Territories, with a few exceptions, is satisfactory; and the 
correspondence with them very agreeable. There is an almost 
universal disposition to supply books needed to complete our 
sets, but in most cases are unable to do so, as the editions of 
earlier publications are exhausted. This is especially true 
as to Judicial Reports. 


I would respectfully urge upon the Legislature the neces- — ^ 

sity of au appropriation sufficient to complete our sets of 
American Reports and to purchase the early English Reports. 
I confess to a feeling of mortification in having so frequently 
to reply “we have them not," when books are asked for. I 
repeat, no wiser appropriation Gan be made than for the 
building up of a library complete in all its departments. 
Delay is only increasing the ultimate expense, as year by 
year the earlier Reports are becoming scarcer and the cost 
advancing. & 

From 1868 up to this time there has been a liu requir- 
ing the annual appropriation of two hundred dollars for the 
use of the library, to be used in the purchase of books; the 
miscellaneous department needs it very much, as many valu- 
able works are broken by volumes having been heretofore 
abstracted, and the Cyclopedias should be purchased as they 
annually issue.. This sum of $200.00 has never been appro- 
priated. I indulge the hope that this small and much 
needed appropriation will be made. 


A catalogue of the law department has been prepared 


` and published during the year. The general catalogue will 
be completed and published with the next annual report,
